Council To Visit Coast, 
Debate Job Corps Again

The City Council late Mon- 


day 
night decided to post- 


pone support of a Job Corps 
training center at Lincoln Air 
F o r c e Base until members 
visit the Camp Parks center 
near San Francisco, Calif. 


The council trip, scheduled 


tentatively for Thursday and 
Friday, will be at the invl- 
iation and expense of the fed- 
eral Office of Economic Op- 
portunity (OEO), parent J o b 
Corps agency. 


The California site w a s 


chosen because federal offi- 
cials say it is comparable to 
the 
operation proposed by 


Northern Natural Gas Co., as 
p r i m e contractor, and the 
University of Nebraska. Camp 
Parks is one of the older Job 
Corps centers, said Council- 
man John Mason. 


Mason, who urged other 


council members to see first- 
hand a Job Corps operation, 
and Mayor Dean Petersen 
have previously visited camps 
in Kentucky and New Jersey 
and reported their reaction as 
favorable 


Necessary 


Council members said t h e 


trip was necessary before en- 
dorsement of the Job Corps IP 
Lincoln can be given. 


T h e decision followed a 


lengthy 
public 
hearing 
at 


which support and opposition 
to the proposed 1,500-m a n 
center here struck an almost 
even balance. 


The hearing was held on a 


resolution 
throwing 
council 


support behind the recommen- 
dations of the Lincoln Oppor- 
tunity Team and the LI n - 
coin Airport Authority t h a t 


negotiations continue between 
Northern and the OEO. 


Mayor Dean Petersen com- 


mented that the council delay 
might hold up the negotiations 
because "they had figured on 
signing a contract by April 
15." 


The base property might j>I- 


so be declared surplus by the 
General Services Administra- 
tion the same day, Petersen 
s a i d , a condition necessary 
before the base lease can be 
terminated or modified. 


Council members made it 


clear that lease negotiations 
must be satisfactorily termi- 
nated before full acceptance 
of the Job Corps would be 
forthcoming. 


Asks Endorsement 


Director-designate of t h e 


proposed Job Corps center, 
J. 0. Grantbam of Northern 
Natural, opened the hearing 
b e f o r e a packed council 
chamber by requesting "en- 
dorsement of the Job Corps 
concept depending on satis- 
factory conclusion of 1 e a s e 
negotiations." 


He reiterated the often-re- 


peated stand that Northern 
and the University "believe it 
is to the economic and social 
advantage to locate a center 
at Lincoln Air Force Base." 


Grantham 
attempted 
to 


dispel apprehension about the 
social consequences of a Job 
Corps center. He told t h e 
council, "Corpsmen arc not 
the wild delinquents we wor- 
ried about." 


Trainees will be indoctri- 


nated on the behavior ex- 
pected of them upon arrival, 
he said. 


"The program is designed 


for seven days a w e e k , 24 
hours a day. This does not 


Rail Strike 
Tapers Off 


Washington CD—Eight rail- 


roads struggled back toward 
normal Monday after a cost- 
ly firemen's strike petered 
out amid legal maneuvering. 


An argument immediately 


arose on whether the union 
owes $27,500 in contcmpt-of- 
court fines. 


Federal District Judge Al- 


exander II o 11 z o f f lifted a 
threat of bigger fines of $510,- 
000 a day. But court officials 
said fines of $27,500 are now 
due and payable, because the 
strike did not end by noon 
Sunday, as decreed by Holtz- 
off in a Saturday ruling. It 
was called off shortly before 
midnight Sunday. 


No Trial Held 


Joseph L. rtaugh Jr., attor- 


ney for the AFL-CIO Brother- 
hood of Firemen and Engine- 
men, told newsmen no fines 
are due. 


"No trial has been held to 


determine whether the broth- 
erhood violated the order af- 
ter 12 noon Sunday," he said. 


Trains began lo roll In the 


38 states hit by the strike of 
8,000 firemen. 


Passenger and freight ser- 


vice had been disrupted in 
wide areas. More than 200,000 
auto and other workers were 
laid off or placed on part 
time; the railroads reported 
they lost $5 million dollars 
daily, and the striking fire- 
men lost $320,000 a day In 
wages. 


Tbc strike ended under hea- 


vy pressure, not only f r o m 
Holtzoff, but President John- 
son. 


The eight railroads involved 


in the strike are the Union 
Pacific, Illinois Central, Sea- 
board Air Line, Central of 
Georgia, M i s s o u r i Paci- 
fic, Grand Trunk Western, 
Boston & Maine, and the Penn- 
sylvania west of Harrisburg, 
Pa. 


The strikers wrung no con- 


cessions from the carriers. 
Ahead He court hearings, be- 
ginning here April 27, on the 
basic issue: the future of the 
fireman In the era of dlesels. 


Under the first peacetime 


compulsory arbitration law in 
U.S. history, an arbitration 
board handed down an award 
under which about 18,000 fire- 
men's jobs have been elimi- 
nated in the past two years. 


This award expired at 12:01 


a.m. Thursday and the strike 
began. 


Positions 


The union contends that It 


can insist now on restoration 
of jobs, while the some 200 
railroads 
involved 
in the 


award argue that they can go 
on eliminating yard and 
freight engine jobs which they 
hold to be unnecessary. 


Officially the union's reason 


for the strike was that they 
contended t h e carriers re- 
fused to bargain on an appren- 
tice program designed to fit 
firemen for other jobs.

'Team Has Fulled' 


John Campbell, department 


store executive, said t h a t 
the Lincoln Opportunity Team 
"has failed to do its job by 
not making known the avail- 
ability of our resources lo the 
industry of the United States." 


"There is no doubt that ad- 


equate steps could have been 
taken to sell this property to 
industry. We should use the 
base for the long-term benefit 
of Lincoln and not the short- 
term b e n e f i t of the Job 
Corps," said Campbell. 


Others also questioned what 


they called the lack of city 
action in contacting industrial 
prospects, while a. majority 
of the 11 persons who ad- 
dressed the council in opposi- 
tion to the Job Corps proposal 
argued that help from disad- 
vantaged youth should be in- 
itiated at the local level. 


Insuranccman Don Parker, 


current president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce but speak- 
ing as a private citizen, told 
the council that possibly 25% 
of Job Corps graduates might 
remain in the Lincoln area. 


"We would be bringing in 


around 375 under-educated, 
low income people—third and 
fourth generation w e l f a r e 
cases—who might be marry- 
ing our daughters. I w o u l d 
hate to have it my respon- 
sibility if even one of our girls 
got into serious trouble be- 
cause of the Job Corps," he 
said. 


9-1 Against 


Parker recommended that 


"in the interests of a good 
city, we find something of a 
permanent duration." 


Phone calls to him from 


businessmen have run 
9-1 


against the Job Corps, Park- 
er said. 


Support for the Job Corps 


came from 14 persons repre- 
senting themselves and var- 
ious church and social action 
organizations throughout the 
community. 


Most underscored the eco- 


nomic advantage of the pro- 
posed center to Lincoln and 
"Nebraska's traditional will- 
ingness to give youth a sec- 
ond'chance." 


Several persons alleged that 


much of the opposition to the 
Job Corps is rooted In racial 
intolerance. "By saying 'yes' 
to the Job Corps, you will say 
'no 'to prejudice," sand Un- 
itarian minister Rev. Charles 
Stephen, adding that "because 
I favor the philosophy of the 
Job Corps, I favor it here."

LEADER TO DA NANG 


... Armed Showdown Seems Near 


Saigon W>—Premier Nguyen 


Cuo Ky flew to l)a Nang, Tues- 
day, apparently to take per- 
sonal command of a drive to 
control the rebellious north- 
ern city. 


Shortly after, a dispatch 


from Da Nang said the com- 
mander of Viet Nam's 1st 
Corps, Maj. Gen. Nguyen Van 
Chaun—who apparently de- 
cided to back Ky's antagonists 
—drove to Da Nang Air Base 
to confer with Ky. 


Opponents Marshal 


As troops loyal to Ky con- 


tinued to land at the U.S. 
South Vietnamese air base 
near Da Nang, Ky's opponents 
marshalled their own forces. 
Rebel troops dug in along the 
two main roads leading to the 
air base. 


A dispatch from Da Nang 


said r e b e l authorities ap- 
peared confident they could 
withstand an assault by gov- 
ernment troops. 


In Saigon, also torn by se- 


vere antigovcrnment rioting 
Monday, a c u r f e w was 
imposed on all Vietnamese, 
beginning Tuesday night and 
extending indefinitely. T h e 
curfew covers the surrounding 
Gia Dinh province. Antago- 
nism toward the United States 
appeared to be sharpening. 


U.S. military authorities so 


far have not imposed a cur- 
few on American personnel, 
but Monday "advised" Amer- 
icans to remain off the streets 
and to stay away from pub-

The Viet Cong appeared to

Florida Twisters Leave 9 Dead 


Tampa, Fla. UP) — Torna- 


does — spawned by an ocean 
storm—streaked across Flor- 
ida's midsection Monday. 


Nine persons were known 


dead, more than 300 injured, 
hundreds homeless and of- 
ficials indicated the tolls 
might go much hlgner as res- 
cuers dug through twisted and 
shattered buildings. 


Property damage was esti- 


mated in the millions. 


Sections of six cities were 


left looking like battlefields- 
homes demolished or badly 
damaged, trees uprooted, tele- 
phone and power lines down, 
autos overturned. 


Gov. Haydon Burns declared 
P o l k 
and 
Hillsborough 


Counties disaster areas a n d 
sent in the National Guard 
and all available state troop- 
ers to help search for surviv- 
ors and guard against looting. 


The twisters first 
struck 


Tampa and St. Petersburg, on 
the Gulf of Mexico, t h e n 
marched inland through Lake- 
land and several other small- 
er communities all the way 
to Cocoa, on the Atlantic 
coast near Cape Kennedy. 


Three of the known deaths 


were In Tampa, the state's 
second largest city with a pop- 
ulation of 274,000. Three were 


confirmed in Lakeland, a city 
of about 42,000. 


Between 30 and 50 students 


were injured when the roof 
was torn from Southwest Jun- 
ior High School in Lakeland. 


More than 90 persons were 


injured in Cocoa as a twister 
ripped through a shopping 
center and six trailer courts, 
tumbling the mobile homes 
like matchsticks. 


190 Injuries 


More than 100 persons were 


injured at Lakeland and about 
90 at Aubumdale, a few miles 
to the west. Damage in those 
communities and at nearby 
Winter Haven was extensive.

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essary to refund 1965 col- 
lected taxes. 


Assuming t h a t all 1965 


taxes are paid, figures ob- 
tained from Lancaster Coun- 
ty Treasurer C. E. Berg re- 
veal that approximately $3 
million would have to be re- 
funded if the entire 28% city 
and 15% rural valuation In- 
creases are found unreason- 
able as Lancaster C o u n t y 
contends. 


According to Berg, the ap- 


proximate refunds, if. directed, 
would be $2,890,200 on c i t y 
property and $254,200 on rur- 
al property. 


Due to the increased valu- 


ation, Lancaster County's levy 
was reduced from 67.880 mills 
in 1964 to 63.424 in 1965. 


Considering the mill l e v y 


drop and the Increased valu- 
ation, a city resident who, 
for example, paid $100 In coun- 
ty taxes In 1964, paid $119.60 
In 1965. 


Because of the mill l e v y 


drop, Berg explained that a 
total refund of 28% to this 
hypothetical person would be 
$26.16 or $6.56 more than his 
total increase over the pre- 
vious year. 


This figure is arrived at by

assuming that $119.60 equals 
128% of 1964 taxes and 100% 
of this would be $93.40 and the 
other 28% is the remaining 
$26.16. 


A hypothetical rural resi- 


dent example is difficult to 
determine since school levies 
vary considerably by district. 


Berg said refunding t h e 


money could present a prob- 
lem since the money which 
has been collected has already 
been used and is not avail- 
able for refunds. For this rea- 
son, a bond issue might be 
the only solution. 


Lancaster County will plead 


its appeal of the increase be- 
fore the Supreme Court Tues- 
day and a ruling is expected 
within 30 to 60 days.

Credit 
Growth 
Slower 


Washington W)—A slowdown 


in the growth of consumer in- 
stallment credit was reported 
for .February by the Federal 
Reserve Board Monday. 


The increase was $537 mil- 


lion, smallest since Novem- 
ber 1964. 


The slower rate of rise, wel- 


comed by officials who have 
feared an inflationary over- 
heating of the economy, was 
particularly noticeable in per- 
sona^ loans and installment 
buying of consumer 
goods 


other .than automobiles. 


But the board said that new 


extensions of installment cre- 
dit iri.all classes of loans were 
below those of January, after 
seasonal adjustment. 


Repayments on auto loans 


rose substantially, after sea- 
sonal adjustment. For other 
types of loans they either held 
steady or declined slightly, the 
board said. 


Xoninstallment credit rose 


$120 million in February, a 
somewhat smaller 
increase 


than in the preceding month. 
Total consumer credit at the 
end of February amounted 
to $84.6 billion.

S. Fisher told the 17-national 
disarmament conference that 
America has evolved a de. 
tectlon system for on-site In- 
spections which would make 
It virtually Impossible for any 
country to conduct a secret 
underground nuclear explo- 
sion. 


The system involves an- 


alysis of fission-product gases 
which slowly leak to the sur- 
face after such an explosion. 
Fisher claimed such gases 
could only result from a nu- 
clear explosion and analysis 
on the surface w o u l d soon 
show whether the country 
concerned had cheated. 


Scrubbing Out 


This \vould make it imposs- 


ible for a country to get away 
with secret tests by thorough, 
ly cleaning up the surface of 
the explosion area to deceive 
on-site inspectors.

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Progress Isn't Easy

Deserving Of 


Study 


One wonders what the people many, 


many years from now will think of the cur- 
rent period of history. Will the times In 
hundreds of years be so enlightened that 
our actions of today will seem ridiculous, 
crude or backward? Chances are good 
that such wlli be the case because there 
are matters and conflicts for which 
we have no answer today but which might 
easily be solved in the light of more ad- 
vanced thought. 


We place a great deal of emphasis upon 


the sciences today but we still find some of 


our 
greatest 
weak- 


nesses in the humani- 
ties. The organization 
of our social and eco- 
nomic 
structures 
is 


not a science but they are deserving of 
at least as much consideration and study 
as outer space and the many planets of the 
universe. All of this is not just a theoreti- 
cal matter with no real meaning in the 
daily lives of today's citizens. We can find 
meaning to this subject in the current 
events that occupy us here in Nebraska 
and in Lincoln. 


Lincoln is .now situated on the edge of 


the Stevens Crerk Watershed to the east. 
We have discouraged and in fact forbidden 
the development of this watershed because 
government has been unable to provide Its 
share of services essential to development. 
But Stevens Creek will not always be the 
farm area it is today. The time will come 
when it will be full of homes, streets and 
other marks of no urban society. 


Right now, however, there is located 


in Stevens Creek Watershed a stone 
home built way back in 1856. Now 110 years 
is not really such a long time in the course 
of human events but it is a long time in 
the history of a family. Now living on this 
farm are two couples, Mr. and Mrs. Dale 
Retzlaff and Mr. and Mrs. Merle Retzlaff, 
representing the third generation of their 
family. 


* 
The problem or uncertainty they facie 


is a familiar one. Their farm lies in that 
part of the watershed being considered for 
use as the site of a dam on Stevens Creek. 
There are farmers all across Nebraska 
who can tell this family of the consequences 
of their situation. At present, the en- 
tire Stevens Creek area is only under study 
by the Corps of Engineers. Whatever final 
decisions are made will reflect this corps 
study as well as the authority and respon- 
sibility of the Sall-Wahoo Watershed Associ- 
ation under whose direction any improve- 
ment would be made. It is reported that it 
will be two to three years before any definite 
conclusions are reached. Thus, it might be 
assumed that concern on the part of the Retz- 
laffs is premature. 


In a sense, this assumption Is correct 


but In another way the family concern is 
warranted. For one thing, It could turn out 
that nothing will be done by way of a dam 
on Stevens Creek but this Is highly unlikely. 
It Is most likely that a structure will be 
built to control flooding along the creek. 
Still, the structure could be located some- 
where other than the Retzlaff farm. If so, 
the family concern at this time would prove 
to be premature. But then, we come to 
the tough part. There is another rea- 
son that the Retzlaff family should not get 
too concerned but you could never sell 
them on It. Unfortunately, there Isn't much 
they can do about things one way or an- 
other. Talk about the Indefinite nature of 
their area Is really somewhat irrelevant. 


* 
Such talk tends to indicate that the 


time for them to become concerned is 
when some plan has been drafted or agreed 
to. There is some sense in this except that 
it just doesn't work that way. By the time 
this point arrives, it is too late to get any- 
thing done. 


Once a plan of development has been 


agreed upon by (he corps and the associa- 
tion, hearings will be held in the matter 
and everyone given an ample opportunity 
to state his case. But the trouble is that 
such hearings arc in the nature of an after- 
noon tea. The hearings are held for Infor- 
mation purposes and not for the purpose 
of changing anything that has been decided. 


Of course, if the hearings produced in- 


formation that showed a mistake were be- 


ing made, a change 
would be undertaken 
but this is next to im- 
possible. By the time 
the decision has been 


made, the project has been examined in 
such detail that a mistake in location is 
all but out of Uic question. Thus, it all boils 
down to the lack of an opportunity for the 
property owner to have much of any voice 
in what is being done. This is an unfor- 
tunate situation and it happens in many 
areas, not just conservation. It happens in 
all kinds of public improvements f r o m 
parks to sewers and at all levels of gov- 
ernment. 


But what can be done about it? That 


is the thing that more advanced thinking 
in some future age may solve but today 
the solution escapes us. If there is some 
way to progress in our public life without 
running counter to the desires of any seg- 
ment of the citizenry, such a system has 
never been made known. The puzzle is 
that wherever a dam might be built, it 
would require the taking of private prop- 
crty and that is never a pleasant experi- 
ence.

Say-So 


A Home For The Veep 


If the House of Congress has its way 


the United States "will build a $750,000 home 
for the vice president. The House voted 
such a measure last week. 


This has stirred a controversy. Why 


should the United States s u p p l y federal 
housing for its vice president? It has never 
been necessary before, and we have had a 
great many vice presidents. Besides Vice 
President Humphrey owns a comfortable, 
but not pretentious home m Washinglon 
and is not pushing far another one. 


Vice President Humphrey may never 


live in Ihe new home or if he does it will 
only be for a short while. It will be several 
years before one such would be ready for 
occupancy. But at the same time why 
should not the government provide for 
vice presidents? The nation is infinitely 
bigger than it was and the duties of the 


vice president have been greally broad- 
ened. The job which once amounted to a 
vice president standing around while a liv- 
ing president was taking care of everything 
has developed into an active assistance- 
ship. Some recognition should be given to 
this, especially since it is hard to conceive 
of the vice presidency becoming any less. 


An appropriation of $750,000 in Ihe face 


of a $100 billion budget is not formidable. 
The burden of such an improvement would 
levy less than a half cenl on every Ameri- 
can. At such a price it is very difficult to 
declare it a hardship on the taxpayers. 


The issue is being too greatly empha- 


sized. It is not worth all the heat and 
smoke it is causing. A home or lack of one 
will not affect the supply of vice presidents. 
But il would be better to have them ade- 
quately housed. 


Future In Good Hands

If this kind of queslion plagues you, 


you need lo know something about the 
other side of tilings.

wildlife conservalion award was presented 
to Gerald "Bud" R. Campbell of Raven- 
na. The award was made by the Sun- 
day Journal and Star in cooperation with 
the University of Nebraska Wildlife Cub at 
a club banquet in the Student Union. 


Presiding at that banquet was a young 


man named Terry Cacek of Odell, club 
president. No person, young or old, has 
ever been more in control of a meeting and 
handled it with more poise than young Mr. 
Cacek handled that meeting. 


Nor was this all. Two other sludents, 


one a sophomore and one a senior, had a 
part in the program and they, too, handled 
their assignments before the microphone 
with perfection. Not one head of long hair 
nor one beard was seen in the whole place 
and the gathering was dominantly a stu- 
dent group. 


When the evening was all finished, 


President Cacek closed with a statement. 
He said that when you read about and 
sec the students demonstrating in various 
areas of the country, burning draft cards 
and b e a r i n g an unkempt appearance, 
remember that this evening was planned 
and carried out by a studenl group. 


There are a great many more students 


such as Terry Cacek and the members of 
his club than there are of the bcalnik vari- 
ety. And they are the ones who will pre- 
vail in the future, just as has been the 
pattern in the past. 


Ecuador's Revolution 


We have just passed through a semi- 


violent c h a n g e in the administration of 
Ecuador and the worst it can cost us may 
be a si i glit increase in the price of bananas. 


Ecuador has been under the rule of a 


three man military junta which took charge 
on July 11, 1963 after throwing out the hard 
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drinking president, Aroscmcna. A fortnight 
ago s t u d e n t s and business men began 
to make trouble, the three man junta had 
brought a measure of peace to Ecuador 
but had done little or n o t h i n g to relieve 
a sagging economy. The army had to line 
up with the sludcnls and the b u s i n e s s 
element, so that meant the junta had to 
catch a plane for Brazil. 


Equadorian upsets are palace revolu- 


tions, mainly for the reason that the com- 
mon people are so poor and disintercslcd 
in politics that even the communists can- 
not get to them. The revolutions are there- 
fore dictated by the business and student 
class which are a great minority. Politics 
simply has not penetrated to the masses. 


Ecuador is one of the worst examples 


of the original revolutions which swept the 
Spanish and the Portuguese out of power 
as colonial empires. The leaders of those 
revolutions were patriots. But when their 
time passed only the ambitous local lead- 
ers remained. They headed rag tag armies 
and became generals, but not in an ethical 
sense. They wanted power for personal 
wealth. Generally they hung on as long as 
they could and then got out with as much 
of the treasury as they could seize. Politics 
therefore became on unscrupulous head- 
hunting activity which has produced 117 
successful 
revolutions 
and possibly as 


many unsuccessful ones. It Is small wonder 
that the masses have no faith in democrat- 
ic processes.

Goldberg Knew 


Of Campus Protest 


WASHINGTON—There was 


a lot of untold drama behind 
that recent confrontation be- 
tween Ambassador A r t h u r 
Goldberg and an unruly aud- 
ience at the University of 
California. 


Here is the inside story of 


what happened. 


Some weeks ago, President 


Clark Kerr of the University 
of California c a m e to see 
Goldberg at Ihe U.S. mission 
to the United Nations in New 
York, asked him to come out 
to speak at the university's 
C h a r t e r Day ceremony, 
March 24, and r e c e i v e an 
honorary degree. 


Kcrr warned Ambassador 


Goldberg that all would not 
be wine and roses when he 
appeared at the university; 
that the school had plenty 
of Viet Nam d i s s e n t e r s 
and shortly thereafter, t h e 
ambassador got a telephone 
call from his son in Califor- 
nia, earning that the entire 
campus appeared to be con- 
spiring a g a i n s t the elder 
Goldberg. "I'm not telling 
you what you s h o u l d do, 
dad," said Robert Goldberg, 
"but I'm just warning you 
what you're g o i n g to get 
into." 


Simultaneously, Goldberg 


received an invitation from a 
" F a c u l t y Committee for 
Peace" at Berkeley, inviting 
him lo atlend a conference 
and answer questions. Gold- 
berg has a l w a y s been a 
strong believer in the right 
of dissent, had written sev- 
eral Supreme Court opinions 
championing Ihe right lo dis- 
agree. He accepled. 


On his arrival at Berkeley, 


the ambassador was greeted 
by an unruly crowd carrying 
signs reading, "Goldberg Go 
Home," "Down With War," 
"Ban Wars," "Exit F r o m 
Viet Nam." 


-ff 
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It developed that a lot of 


the agitators were not stu- 
dents at the universily but 
hangers-on around the cam- 
pus, who converged to make 
Goldberg's a p p e a r a n c e 
as embarrassing as possible. 
Some of them, it was learned 
were so far to the left that 
they consider the Russians 
"stalic" and Uic C h i n e s e 
somewhat to the r i g h t of 
center. 


B e f o r e the ambassador 


received his honorary degree 
it was learned that a part of 
the audience planned to walk 
out the minute the degree 
was conferred, as a protest. 
Some faculty members sug- 
gested, therefore, that t h e 
order of the program be re- 
arranged, so that Goldberg 
spoke first and received the 
degree last. 


"No," said Goldberg. "The 


program is printed and we're 
not g o i n g to bow to pres- 
sure." 


Some faculty members al- 


so suggested that the ambas- 
sador decline to speak before 
the "Faculty Committee For 
Peace" unless the crowd was 
orderly when he received his 
honorary degree. 
"No," s a i d Goldberg. "1 
made a commitment to speak 
and no matter what happens 
I shall fulfill it."

Fulbright At One 
Pole, LBJ At Other 


WASHINGTON — He sils 


hunched over his big desk, 
stacks of books at cither end, 
his glasses slipping down the 
bridge of his nose. Sen. J. 
William Fulbright, looking 
rather like a bemused col- 
lege professor, is the least 
likely candidate one could 
imagine for embatlled leader 
of the opposition on the high- 
ly emolional issue of Viet 
Nam. 


Whatever the public image, 


and from lime to time Ful- 
bright has m a n a g e d to 
arouse the ire of almost ev- 
ery organized group in the 
country, this is not how the 
senator sees himself. He be- 
lieves in a sober examina- 
tion of the realities, which 
is what, as chairman of the 
S e n a t e Foreign Relations 
Committee, he considers the 
goal of the hearings on Viet 
Nam and China. 


The hearings were widely 


reported but Fulbright, who 
can never be charged with 
being a cheery 
optimist, 


shakes his head sadly as he 
says that he cannot see that 
they had much effect on 
public opinion. In this he 
finds himself in agreement 
with President Johnson who 
noted that the stock of his 
Viet Nam critics seeking a 
way out of the war had not 
risen In opinion polls.

For the crisis of the Viet 


Nam war and for the senator 
who has been the most con- 
sistent critic of administra- 
tion policy this is a kind of 
halfway point. The China 
hearings arc in suspension if 
not concluded as the pres- 
sures to expand tho war are 
growing. 


They have talked together, 


the President in their last 
meeting urging the senator 
to meet with Secretary of 
Stale Dean Rusk. For Ful- 
bright Ihis sounds like a pre- 
scription to agree with Rusk. 
Thai is, of course, the great 
divide, with the chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Com- 
mitlee differing more sharp- 
ly over Rusk's definition of 
America's worldwide respon- 
sibility to contain commu- 
nism than on Viet Nam.

The weakness of the posi- 


tion of those who, like Ful- 
bright, seek a de-escalation 
of the war Is their alterna- 
tive. They are not for scuttle 
and run despite the calcu- 
lated campaign to pin that 
label on them. This leaves 
the enclave strategy of Gen- 
erals Matthew Ridgway and 
James L. Gavin, a holding 
operation meaning eventual 
disengagement. It would not 
necessarily be a static opera- 
tion, s i n c e Vietnamese- 
American units could move 
out from the coastal cities 
to keep the Viet Cong off 
balance. . 


With this as his alternative 


Fulbright realizes that - the 
President is the court of last 
appeal; He wants to talk with 
him again. But he is aware 
of how time is running out 
as the pressure to bomb 
Hanoi and Haiphong builds 
up. 


What profoundly concerns 


him, as a humanitarian and 
a scholar, is the apparent 
willingness to sacrifice civil- 
ian lives In a bombing drive 
that could, if the war esca- 
lates, extend to China's mil* 
lions.

Council Changes Laws 
for Minors Who Work 


ON LICENSED PREMISES 


The City Council Monday 


approved an amended ordi- 
nance which conforms c i t y 
and state laws in the area of 
allowing minors to work in 
premises licensed for the con- 
sumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages. 


The ordinance affects an es- 


timated 1,200 local youths who 
work as kitchen help, bus boys 
and waiters in clubs and ho- 
tels in the city. 


Under its provisions, 
mi- 


nors can work on licensed 
premises if they do not sell, 
handle, serve or dispense liq- 
uor or beer. 


In addition, it provides that 


no minor under 16 can be on 
the premises after 9 p.m. as 
a guest unless accompanied 
by a person at least 21 years 
old. 


The law in effect would al- 


low minors 16-21 to remain in 
public licensed premises past 
9 p m . without being accom- 
panied by an adult and mi- 
nors under 16 could w o r k 
past 9 p.m. if they did not 
handle liquor.

Not that Newt Is a bad speller. It's just that he 


probably doesn't know the word exists and a testimonial 
to this fact will take place at 1 p.m. today when the 
National AAU Wrestling Championships begin at Penning 
Auditorium. 


•The staging of the national championships in Lincoln 


Is another step in Newt's virtual one-man campaign to 
make Nebraska's Capital City, in Copple's words, "Wres- 
tling Town, U.S.A." 


An Uphill Struggle 


. A.man with Newt's drive and energy hardly is lim- 


ited to one ambition in life, even at the age of 45. But the 
goal for which he is working hardest is to make Lincoln a 
top amateur wrestling city. 


And there must be plenty of days when It seems to 


Newt that he is carrying a refrigerator on his back up a 
mountain as he strives to fulfill this ambition. 


Many a promoter would have chucked the whole thing 


had he',, like Newt has done, looked at the'empty seats in 
Porshing Auditorium the past few winters during the Great 
Plains AAU Wrestling Tournament 


These tourneys, poorly attended by Lincoln area 


spurts fans, have featured the Midwest's top amateur 
wrestlers, most of whom were brought to Lincoln at Newt's 
personal expense. 


But Copple saw these meets as a preliminary step to 


attracting a national meet and this phase of the goal will 
be accomplished today. 


Keep Coming Back 


Copple's first step toward making Lincoln. "Wrestling 


Town, U.S.A.," was getting appointed as the AAU's 
wrestling representative from the Midwest. 


Ills next step was moving the Great Plains meet 


from Omaha to Lincoln and changing It from an invitation- 
al to a "you-all come" type meet. 


And while spectator attendance has not been encour- 


aging, the wrestlers did keep coming back. Newt's first 
concern has always been the wrestlers and he has taken 
great care to see that the meet's have been run to their 
satisfaction, a factor which likely explains why Lin- 
coln has been awarded the national championships for 
next year already. 


\Vhilc conducting a tournament is a relatively new 


venture for Copple, he Is not a stranger to tournaments, 
hjiving won six national AAU titles, four national YMCA 
championships, and a Pan American Games champion- 
ship, in addition to finishing fifth in the World Champion- 
ships at Tok\o in 1954 and competing on the U.S. team that 
toured Russia, Bulgaria and Poland in 1959. 


"I may not have learned very much about running a 


tournament in all those years," Newt has said. "But I 
diJ learn how not to run one." 


World Tournament Next 


His next goal toward making Lincoln a wrestling 


center is to attract the World Championships here.

COMPETITION SET AT PERSHING AUDITORIUM 


To the uninitiated, the 


National Amateur Athletic 
Union Wrestling Champion- 
ships which start today a 
in Lincoln might look like 
nothing more than a tangled 
mass of arms and legs. 


To spectators with even 


a rudimentary knowledge of 
the rules, the sport becomes 
fascinating, as exciting as 
a fast break or a 90-yard 
touchdown run. 


So here goes. 
The first two days of ac- 


tivity at Pershing Auditori- 
um 
will be devoted to 


Greco-Roman competition, 
.which produces some of the 
sport's m o s t spectacular 
moves. 


Greco-Roman differs ba- 


sically from freestyle wres- 
tling in the absence of the 
legs as a vital factor. No 
holds belov/ the hips are 
allowed, and if a wrestler 
has his opponent on the mat, 
he is not allowed to use his 
legs on any part of the foe's 
body. 


The Greco-Roman style is 


the most popular In Europe. 
The freestyle, which will be 
contested Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday at Pershing, 
Is 
more popular in this 


country and Is the style 
used in the nation's col- 
leges. 


About one-fourth of the 


field competing here this 
week will wrestle only Gre- 
co-Roman, which is easier 
physically and is less exert- 
ing, although it requires 
easily as much skill. 


In the freestyle category, 


the international rules in ef- 
fect here this week prohib- 
it 
any 
kind of scissors 


around the body or head. 
This is the basic difference 
from collegiate regulations. 


AAU wrestlers go two 


five-minute periods with a 
one-minute rest in between. 


The scoring is simple, but 


understanding of it is es- 
sential 
to 
enjoyment 
of 


wrestling. 


A takedown, or throwing 


an opponent to the mat and 
maintaining c o n t r o l , is 
worth one point. A reverse, 
which means moving from 
an underneath position to a 
top position and gaining 
control of an opponent, is 
worth a point. 


A point is awarded if the 


defensive man's shoulders 
arc pushed less than 90 de- 
grees toward the mat. Two 
points arc a w a r d e d if a 
wrestler makes his oppo- 
nent's head touch. One point 
is awarded an opponent on

Three points are awarded 


for holding an opponent in 
position of near fall for 
five seconds or more. And 
a fall is scored when a 
wrestler pins both oppo- 
nent's shoulders to the mat 
for a half-second count 


The athletes must wrestle 


Inside a 30 or 36-foot circle 
on the mat. When they go 
outside, they must stop and 
return to the center of the 
mat. Out-of-bounds is de- 
clared when three of the 
contestants' feet arc outside 
the circle, when a wrestler 
is thrown to the mat with 
both hands or arms out- 
side, when the bottom con- 
testant's hands are driven 
outside by the attacker, and 
when the bottom wrestler's 
head touches outside the 
circle. 


Each bout is controlled by 


a referee. In addition, there 
is a mat chairman and one 
or two other judges who 
score points. The mat chair- 


man can overrule the ref- 
eree. 


Collegiate style wrestling 


Is single elimination. The 
AAU tournament Is decided 
on the black mark system, 
w h e r e b y a wrestler Is 
awarded no black marks for 
winning by a fall, one for 
winning by a decision, two 
for a draw, three for losing 
by decision and four for los- 
ing by a fall. Six black 
marks eliminates a wrestler 
until only three are left, at 
which time the three start 
over in a round-robin se- 
ries. 


Black m a r k s aie for- 


gotten in this round-robin 
competition, but if all three 
defeat each other, previous 
black marks are considered 
in determining a winner. If 
those were the same, the 
wrestlers are weighed and 
the lightest man wins. 


International weights are 


figured on a kilogram scale, 
which makes them slightly 
different than the collegiate 
divisions. Weight classes in 
use this week are 114.5, 
125.5, 138.5, 154, 171.5, 191.

the attention from the favored Big Three—Arnold Palmer, 
Jack Nlcklaus and Gary Player—as the game's best pla>crs 
began gathering for the event which starts Thursday. 


"I disagree with those who 


say the course is too big for 
me" Sanders said. "Palmer, 
Nicklaus and those guys don't 
hit that much farther than I 
do. No, I don't have a defeat- 
ist complex where the B i g 
Three is concerned. They are 
great players and fine sports- 
men, but they can be beaten. 


"The guy who gets down 


the putt will win down here 
and has been the key in the 
past I just hope my putting 
streak holds out." 


The Big three was almost 


forgotton as the place buzzed 
with talk of Sanders' winter 
and spring successes, best on 
the tour in years. 


He beat Palmer in a play- 


off for the Bob Hope Desert 
Classic title, led at Pensacola 
by four shots before being dis- 
qualified for failure to sign 
his scorecard, and won the 
Jacksonville and G r e a t e r 
Greensboro Opens on consec- 
utive weekends.
